There have also been nine superinten- 
dents or stewards, two assistant 
stewards, six matrons and seven as 
sistant matrons. The number of 
pupils who have been under instruc- 
tion aggregates 2,400, and statistics 
celling forth the time of their tutelage, 
<,f deafness, the number of deaf 
mate relatives, the occupations and 
other important facts concerning the 
pupils after leaving school, take np 
more than half of the book, which 
comprises one hundred and twenty 
page.". 

Washington Tkkiutoby is so far went 
and so sparsely populated in compari- 
son to its area, that it may be news to 
to many to learn that an institution 
for instructing deaf-mntes has been in 
operation there for over a year. As 
has before been the case, politics has 
gobbled up the plum which individual 
philanthropy cultivated, and the earn- 
est work of one man has succumbed 
to the gree d / desires of partisans.

In last week's Journal tho editor, 
in speaking of the difficulty of educat- 
ing the public up to a just appreoia 
tion of the deaf, very correctly and 
justly says that " one of the duties 
incumbent upon every educated deaf- 
mute is to demonstrate that he diil'ers 
from those about him only in his in- 
ability to hear, and that, in other 
respects he is mentally the equal, aud 
frequently the superior, of those who 
look upon him as an unfortunate de- 
serving of sympathy rather than 
respect." 

I wish it were otherwise, but the 
fact is that the great instruments iu 
the suppression of tho deaf and their 
retention at their present lovel are the 
deaf themselves. For instance, there 
is my friend, the " Prof." Ho is an 
educated deaf mute, and it is his duty, 
etc, but what does he do? Just take 
a look at him. He stands, or thinks 
he stands, six feet high, but he will 
not allow any deaf-mute in his vicini- 
ty to grow more than three feet tall, if 
he can prevent him. As soon ns one be- 
gins to sprout up a little higher than 
that, my friend tho « Prof." proceeds 
to whet his little axe nnd cut him 
down. He never, under any circuni 
stanoe, speaks a good word for any deal 
person, no matter how intelligent, 
well educated, ingenious or enterpris- 
ing he may be. He sees no good in a 
deal mute, but is forever fawning up- 
on, flattering and currying favor with 
the hearing. Whatever a hearing 
man does is, in his eyes, tho pink of 
perfection, and it is the height of pre- 
sumption and folly for a deaf person 
to presume to do it as well or better. 
He never criticises a hearing person, 
bnt is forever criticising the deaf.' A 
homing man with a common-school or 
no education at all, is, ho think 
superior to the deaf man with a col 
legiata education and B.A., or MA . 
attached to his name. The bearing 
man, he believes, cannot err, while the 
deaf do nothing but orr. 

My friend, the '• H.of," is, among 
the denf. what the mugwump is in 
politics— always magnifying the faults 
of his own pnrty, and seeing only the 
virtues of other parties. He does 
not seem to comprehend that it is u 
vile bird that, befouls its own nest, 
and that, instead of earning the re- 
spect of those to whom he toadies, he 
only reaps their contempt and injures 
himself as much as he does oth 
not more. If there were tower of his 
breed, or it could be exterminated, the 
dent would stand higher in Ibeeslima 
tion of tho hearing public, and it 
would not be bard to educate them up 
to a just estimate of us. His di 
as 1 diagnose, it is simply overgrown 
egotism. He seems down' on others of 
his class, simply because ho is small 
euough to bo afraid that some one 
will grow up beyond his ridiculously 
diminutive stature and overshadow 
him. Ho is, neverthless, a curse to 
the deaf. Ji %
